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Mt. Oliva Is 
Ideal Place 
For Retreat 


Twenty-five men visited Sierra 
Madre last week as guests of the 
Passionist Fathers at St. Rita’s 
and Monte Oliva. These men came 
from different parts of the state, 
arnl the purpose of their coming 
was to spend a few days in re¬ 
treat in the solitude of the beau¬ 
tiful grounds of the Passionist 
Fathers. Religious exercises were 
held four times a day, and at each 
exercise a practical talk w*as given 
on the duties and obligations of 
men of the world. 

To the casual onlooker it was 
an edifying sight to see so many 
men engaged in a work that con¬ 
cerns the nobler part of a man’s 
makeup. These men were em¬ 
ployed in the work of auditing 
their souls, they were spending a 
few days away from their business 
affairs in order to find out how 
they were conducting the all-im¬ 
portant business of their souls. 

In this day of money-grubbing, 
when tbe dollar is the god of 
many, when the daily press re¬ 
cords a sordid story of infidelity 
to God and man; of rampant vice; 
of greed and avarice; when the 
whole world seems to have gone 
on a spree and old-fashioned vir¬ 
tues are almost sneered at, it 
must have been an edifying sight 
to all to see these men voluntarily 
leaving their work and their places 
of business to spend a few days 
in sober meditation on the spirit¬ 
ual phase of their lives. Laying 
aside the things of lesser moment, 
they came to the seclusion and 
quiet of Monte Oliva to give seri¬ 
ous thought to the graver prob¬ 
lems of life. 

These twenty-five men were 
carrying out in a very practical 
way the advice given by a pro¬ 
fessor in one of the universities. 
Speaking to the young men who 
were leaving college to face the 
dangers of the world and to wres¬ 
tle with the problems of life, he 
said: “Men, get away from the 
world at times and become ac¬ 
quainted with yourselves. Let the 
world roll on whilst you put to 
yourselves questions sucli as these: 
•Am 1 the same man out on the 
campus as 1 am at a Sunday 
school picnic? Would my private 
life bear the same inspection as 
does my life before the public? 
Am 1 the man my mother thinks 
1 am and my father hopes me to 
be?”’ 

Getting acquainted with self for 
self-betterment was tlie reason for 
that advice, and it was the one 
thing that prompted these twenty- 
five men to go into retreat for 
three days. They felt instinctive¬ 
ly that they would come out of 
such an interview stronger, purer, 
better men. 

While many more applied to the 
Fathers to make the retreat, only 
twenty-five men could be accom¬ 
modated under present circum¬ 
stances. The Passionists are mak¬ 
ing preparations for tlie erection 
of a large monastery and retreat 
house on Monte Oliva, and as 
many men as wish to make tlio 
retreat will be welcom.e These 
retreats are open not only to 
Catholics, but also to non-Catho- 
lics. The men were very favor¬ 
ably impressed with Sierra Madre. 

On Saturday evening the men 
were honored by tbe presence of 
Most Reverend Father General 
from Rome and the Very Reverend 
Father Provincial, both of whom 
made brief addresses. A stirring 
talk was also given by Mr. Joseph 
Scott. The retreat discourses were 
given by Father Ignatius Conroy. 
Father Peter Hanley, C. P., the 
Superior at Monte Oliva, acted as 
host to the retreatants. 

At the closing of the retreat the 
men gave a rising vote of thanks 
to Miss Kffie Walch, Mrs. Pauline 
Griffin, Mrs. George Oswald, Mrs.

900 chain groceries now 
(dispensing food to a constantly 
growing population, Southern Cali¬ 
fornia is proving one of the most 
responsive fields in the United 
States for commercial chain sys¬ 
tems, in the opinion of Edward 
Dale, vice-president and general 
manager of the Safeway Stores.

A highly important contribution 
to the knowledge of the constitu¬ 
tion of matter has come through 
research at the Mount Wilson lab¬ 
oratory the past two months by 
Dr. Henry Norris Russell, professor 
of astronomy at Princeton Uni¬ 
versity and research associate ef 
the Mount Wilson Observatory. 

Studying the spectra of differ¬ 
ent elements, particularly titanium, 
Dr. Russell has found that the 
lines in spectra can be placed in 
different groups which have a 
common origin. These lines, form¬ 
ed by the movement of electrons 
in atoms of the elements, have 
been known to exist in greater 
numbers in various elements, such 
as hydrogen, sodium, potassium, 
hut his finding is said to be the 
first definite proof that these lines 
may be grouped. 

Will Be Published 

Prof. Russell’s discovery will be 
published soon in the Astro-Phys¬ 
ical Journal, and is expected to be 
greeted with considerable interest 
by astronomers and physicists, 
whose research work is devoted to 
the constitution of matter. 

Through the noted scientist’s 
research it is hoped that import¬ 
ant revelations regarding the tem¬ 
perature and atmospheric condi¬ 
tions and the pressure and density 
of the stars will be hastened. 

This most recent contribution to 
scientific knowledge further estab¬ 
lishes contact between the labora¬ 
tory and the observatory and 
shows how physical research aids 
in astronomical investigation. I

A veritable army of maimed 
and crippled is shown to have 
created by smash-ups, collisions 
and other accidents, most of which 
could have been avoided. Of the 
(5282 reported hurt, 1968 were clas¬ 
sified in the report as “seriously 
injured or crippled,” offering a 
glaring example of the need of a 
public awakening to the menace 
of cureless driving. 

"At least 90 per cent of these 
accidents were unnecessary,” said 
Chief Will H. Marsh.

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Spaniards Put Olive 

Tree to Many Uses 

Centuries of experimentation 
have taught Spaniards how to 
Utilize to tlte full that wonderful 
plunt. Hie olive tree. Its cultiva¬ 
tion is among the most remunera¬ 
tive branches of agriculture in the 
peninsula. It would he a mistake 
to think that only oil comes from 
the olive tree. Indeed nothing Is 
wasted. A small percentage of the 
fruit fs pickled in brine ; the greater 
part Is crushed for oil. The 
coarser oil serves for soap making 
and us cake-food for cattle. Pul¬ 
verized olive stones make the best 
fuel for the braziers in every Span¬ 
ish household. The top branches, 
cut when the trees are pruned, are 
eaten green by sheep and goats. 
The limbs and roots furnish fire¬ 
wood. Most "grandfather chairs" 
In country homesteads are made 
from olive wood, which has a rich 
yellow color, a beautiful dark grain 
and takes a high polish. It is 
calculated that the use of hydraulic 
presses Increases the yield of oil 
1 per cent, which, on the total 
value of the Spanish crop, means 
many million pesetas. But in some 
districts olive crushing Is still done 
by the primitive method of suspend¬ 
ing by a leather belt attached to a 
staple in the wall a “peon,” whose 
feet, slipping on the greasy surface 
of a great granite bull, make it 
revolve and crush evil-smelling oil 
out of evil looking, brown, half-rot¬ 
ten fruit.

Belief That Vikings 

Gave Name to London 

The origin of the name of Lon¬ 
don has puzzled many historians. 

Londinium is first mentioned by 
Tacitus, a Roman author, in A. D. 
61. He says it Is "a place greatly 
celebrated for the number of Its 
merchants and the abundance of its 
supplies.” 

There are many proofs In Eng¬ 
lish and Swedish museums of the 
Intimate Intercourse between Eng¬ 
land and Scandinavia in early 
times, an intercourse that has prob 
ably gone on uninterruptedly for 
about 6,000 years. It may be con¬ 
jectured that early Vikings from 
the south of Sweden ventured 
across the water and sailed up the 
mouth of the Thames and found a 
grove, which in Swedish is “lund," 
on the banks of the river, where 
later on the Roman Londinium 
arose. 

The invaders called the place 
"Lund," from the Scandinavian 
“offenlund,” or sacred grove, says 
a writer In Notes and Queries. The 
name was later corrupted into 
"Loud.”

Famous French Assembly 

Tlie name "French Directory” 
was given to the body of five indi 
vlduals (Lepeaux, Rewbell, Letour 
neur, Barras and Carnot), to whom 
was entrusted the administration of 
public affairs in France at the time 
of the Revolution. The directory 
was established by the Constitu¬ 
tion of the fifth Frultidor, August 
22, 1795), and ruled In conjunction 
with the Council of Ancients of 
Five Hundred It lasted about 
four years, when owing to its cor¬ 
ruption and inefficiency, it was over¬ 
turned by the coup d'etat of the 
eighteenth Brumalre (November 9, 
1799), planned by Napoleon Bona¬

North and South on Maps 

In geographical drawing, the 
north Is always drawn as being up 
and tlie south down. It Is a prac¬ 
tice established merely by long cus¬ 
tom. No scientific principle or 
orientation makes this arrangement 
essential. The majority of early 
geographers adopted this scheme, 
and it was found convenient for 
those who came later to follow It. 
A few old mails have the east at 
the top of the page and west ut 
tlie bottom, but such eases are rare.

Between 40 aiid 
45 degrees is about rich;, and If 
fishermen will fish where such tem- 
perature prevails it is claimed they 
can scoop cod up wholesale. Had 
dock prefer water about five de 
grees warmer.

Steam-Cleaning Stone 

Dlrt.v-faced stone buildings that 
blush dark with shame between 
clean, new structures can now be 
steam-cleaned so that they not 
merely look almost as good as new, 
hut retain the mellow, refined look 
of ripe age. The bureau of stand 
ards has conducted a series of tests 
to determine the best way of clean¬ 
ing buildings. Old-fashioned nieth 
oils of acid cleaning, sand blasting 
scrubbing with soap powders and 
hand brushes are effective, but very 
slow and laborious. 

Live steam cleaning was first 
tried on dirty stones In tlie labora¬ 
tory, and then on a twenty-year- 
old accumulation of dirt on an old 
bank building In Baltimore. The 
result showed that tills new method 
could lie used rapidly with Inexpe 
rtenced labor, although the cost Is 
somewhat higher than for acid 
cleaning. The cost Is expected to 
drop when tlie method passes the 
experimental stage.
